Toronto, Sept. 4.—Sir George Reid, 
high commissioner in London for the 
Commonwealth “of Australia, in a 
speech at the directors’ luncheon at 
the Exhibition yesterday preached the 
doctrine of Imperial unity and the 
necessity of Canada, if she intends w 
do something to strengthen the British 
navy, to act quickly. In concluding 
his elojuent speech |: said: We know 
that intense as our loyalty is, that 
your tovalty is just as intense, just 
as urdoubted; we think that you may 
adopt some other method than ours, 
in your wisdom, and it is not for us 
to speak a word to you in matters 
that so closely concern you, but 1 
think we have a right to say in Aus: 
tralia, after what we have done, that 
whatever the Empire has got to do, to 
strengthen the bonds of our: Mother- 
land, ought to/be done quickly, 

“I would like just to give you a few 
figures with reference to the trade of 
Australia with the British/Empire. It 
stands in thia way: Seventy-five per 
cent. of everything we buy outside of 
Australia is bought in the British Em- 
pire; from the rest of the world we 
buy 25 per cent. We do not ask the 
Empire to buy from us at that rate, 
because some countries buy 14 per

Curlositiva of the Pension List In the 
Old Country. 

Great Britain pays away between 
$125,000 and $150,000 a year in anuui- 
ties and pensions, and the majority of 
the recipients have done nothing to 
deserve them, They get the money 
because they happen to be the de- 
scendants of individuals who, long 
ago, were awarded these annuities. 

Among the largest of these perpetual 
Pensions is that received by the Duke 
of Richmond and Gordon, which rune 
ink §2,00 a year. The origin of 
this payment goes away back to the 
days of Queen Elizabeth who received 
a duty of 24 centa on every chaldron 
of coal shipped out of the River Tyne 
and used in England. This duty was 
fe to her successors until Charles 
I, gave it away to the first Duke of 
Richmond. He and his heirs received 
it for more than a century, till, in 
the time of George III., it was com- 
tuted for the present yearly sum, 
which is known in the Exchequer aa 
the ‘Richmond Shilling.” 

Another instance is that of the 
Schomberg pension which William 
UE. bestowed on a favorite Hollander 
4 that name for his military services, 
He granted the sum of $30,000 a yea: 
« this family in perpetuity and, 
though pertions of it have been com 
muted or sold in a lump sum to the 
Govermment at different times, there 
is still paid out over $3,500 yearly to 
people who are in some remote wae 
connected with the ‘original Schom 
bergs. Another of the same King's 
annuities is still being paid to the 
heirs of Lord d’Auvrequerque, Henry 
de Nassau, his heirs and’ assignees, 
for ever, in consideration of his 
Pose | and faithful services,” ever 
though they were of a ratuer sinister 
political nature.

Terrific Fall of Raln Checks Harvest- 

ing: For Three Days at Least and. 

the Farmers Are Beginning to 
Look Gloomy Over the Prospect _ 
‘—Many Towns Report Falr 
Conditions for Work, However. 


Winnipeg, Sept. .5.—A terrific rain. 
storm which reached its height in 
the Winnipeg district, where over one 
and one-quarter,inches of rain fell b> 
tween 9 p.m. and 4 a:m, yesterday 
morning, was genera} throughcut the 
west.and has cast a fresh gloom on 
the crop outlook. The general trend 
of the reports last night showed that 
cutting had been stopped in’ most 
districts, and the ground: ia so solt 
that the binders cannot work for two 
or three days. Wednestay night's 
rain, the heaviest at Winnipeg, was 
almost as bad at Portage la Prairie 
and Brandon, and prevailed with vary- 
ing severity all the way west to Cai- 
sary. The weather forecast last night 
indicated still more thunder showers. 

Only a few districts report actual 
damage as yet, but the outlock is de- 
cidedly dark. A most serious réport 
comes from Gretna and Morden, jn 
the rich Mennonite reserve country of 
southern Manitoba. 

At Gretna al} the wheat has been 
cut for several days, but only one 
farmer is known to have done an 
atacking.. The stooked grain is stand- 
ing in fields of water, and is sprouting 
badly. At Morden ninety per cent. 
of the wheat is cut, and the conditions 
are similar. The situation in the-re- 
serve ie particularly hard, as the 
standing crop was the best locking in

These 
included Senator W. C. Edwards, a 
lifelong Liberal. The great dining hal! 
of the Chateau Laurier wis packed. 
upwards of five thousand present, 
~ Mr.- Borden delivered a sptech of 
great eloquence. and power, and cna 
that will rank with his greatest efforts 
in the past. While he did not touch 
directly on what the naval policy ot 
the Government might be, he declar- 
ed in ring:ng tones that he believed 
that Canadians were alive to their 
responsibilities and that t) < Dominion 
would do her duty as une of the great 
sisterhood of netions beneath bs 
British flag. 
He_paid.tribute to the Liberals ‘of 
Canada. SIt is a foolish man indecd,* 
he said, “who labora under the delu- 
sion that the Liberal party is ovt 
loyal to the best of th2 British Em- 
pire, and in the way they deem wis- 
est and best are working for its uplift 
and advancement.”

At fourteen he was clerk in the 
goods manager’a office, North British 
Railway.

Young David took a humbie 
but useful post on the Northern Rail- 
way from Toronto to Collingwood, in 
which almost undiscovered town he 
became billing clerk.

Nicoll went., Four years afterwards 
the N. P. and the C.P.R. together 
became the ‘two great issues in Cana- 
dian politios; and actual construction 
work on the new transcontinental was 
ust being pushed in the vicinity of 

Yinnipeg when McNicoll, in 1881, be- 
came the general passenger agent for 
the T. G. & D. In 1883, when the 
C.P.R. was within two years of com- 
pletion, he decided to link up with 
the new venture. He became general 
freight and passenger agent for the 
eastert. division of the new road. Two 
years ‘after that the new main line 
proved its transcontinental value by 
transporting eastern troops to the 
scene of the Northwest Hebellion. No- 
vember of the same year:the last spike 
was driven at Craigellachie, B.C. 
Four years later Mr. McNicoll was 
made general ger agent for all 
the lines, both railroad and steam- 
ship. From that his rise was rapid. 

In 1903 he was made first vioe-presi- 
dent.

* Portland, Me., Sept. 19—Maine turn- 
ed back to the Republican party in 
the: state election yesterday, William 
T. Haines of Waterville being elected 
governor over Governor Frederick W. 
Plaisted,. his Democratic opponent, 
who sought a second term, while the 
Republicans recained one of the two 
congréssional districts lost to the 
Democrats two years agv. The new 
Legis!ature is expected to have a small 
Republican majority, although returns 
before midnight were not sufficient to 
show whether former Congressman 
Edwin C. Burleigh, Repudtican, ‘or 
Serator Obadiah Gardner, Democrat, 
will be sent to the: United States Sen- 
ate for the term beginning next 
arch. - 

Returns for governor from $50 out 
of 6H election districts gave Haines, 
Republican, 66,121; Plaisted, Demo- 
crat, 62,127. 

Mie cocrespordi-g vote for 1910 was: 
Fernald, Republican, 60,556; Plaisted. 
Democrat, €7,501. 

These returns show a Republican 
ain of 8 per cent. and a Democratic 
loss of 8 per cent. If the same per- 
centage is maintained throughout the 
state. Haines’ election is indicated 
by sbout 3.750 plurality, compared 
with 8,660 given Plaisted in 1910. 

The Congressmen elected are: First 
district—Asher C. Hinds of Portland, 
Republican. Second district—D. J. Me- 
Gilliceddy of Lewiston, Democrat. 
Third district—Forest Goodwin «f Sko- 
whegan, Republican. Fourth district 
—F. E. Guernsey of Dover, Republi- 
can. Hinds, McGillicuddy and Guern- 
sey were re-elected

DEFIES GOVERNMENT. 
Ottawa Separate School Board to 
tgnore Bilingual Regulations. 
Ottawa, Sept. 12.—The Ottawa se 
arate school board will take a bold 
stand against the enforcement of the 
regulations in regard to hilingual 
schools, recently put in force by the 
Ontario Government. This was decid- 
ed at last night's meeting of that body, 
which lasted unti! after midnight, 
and where a motion was pr-<ed stat- 
ing that ths board would decline to 
enforce such regulations. As to the 
effect of this stand several trustees 
stated that the Government could do 
no more than cut off its grants of 
$4,000, while others differed from them 
and stated that should it so desire 
the separate schools of the capital 
could be rendered mere private insti- 
tutions, for which taxea could not be 
collected. At length, however, two mo- 
tions, moved by Trustee Genest, were 

carried. 

The first, after pointing out that the 
mode of teaching prescribed by the 
new resolution was detr.tnental té the 
pupils for whom the board had to 
provide, that the appointment of Eng- 
lish Protestant inspeetors over the 
heads of the bilingual Roman Catho- 
lic ones was. objectionable, and that 
additional expense would be incurred, 
stated the board would be regretfully 
compelled to decline the said instruc- 
tions. F 

The second motion, addressed to the 
Department of Education, drew ctten- 
tion more particularly to the matter 
of the appointment of the Protestant 
ins . “The aim is not education 
but the Anglicanization of our chil- 
dren,” said Trustee Genest in the 
course’ of an eloquent address, in 
which he introduced his motion.

There was a time when the aristo 
cracy of Anclo-Jewry were wont to 
worship in this building at Duke's 
place, when the rabbis knew rot the 
meaning of empty benches, and’ wher, 
tls fine old Hebrew saying “All Te 
tael are brethrin” a deeper 
significance than it ever had before. 
Broad street, Mitre square, was its 
home from 1692, and here it remaineu 
for nearly thirty years. The gener 
osity of Moses Hart, a wealthy Jewish 
merchant — his daughter waa Judith 
Lev;, “the Queen ot 

ible the erection of 
& <«vre suitable building in Duke's 
Place in 1723, but the growth of the 
community preceeded at so rapid a 
pace that by 1790 the original syna 
gozue was demolished, and another 
with twice the capacity erected on the 
site. Great in dimensions as well az 
in name, this new synagogue was the 
pride of the German Jewish commun 
ity. Here came the elect of Jewry, 
prosperous merchants to whom resi-

There is a relic in the synagogue ar- 
chives in the form of a portentous, 
heavy volume with vellum pages, a 
tecord of the “Mitzvoth,”” or congrega- 
tional honors accorded to members on 
Sabbaths and high holidays. On one 
side of the page appears the name of 
the member engrossed in beautiful 
seript in Hebrew and English. On 
the opposite page is set forth the de- 
scription of the “mitzvah.” But as it 
was—and still is—impossible to allo- 
cate these ‘honors until the coming of 
the Sabbath, arid as the act of writing 
is prohibited on that day, there was 
but one method of ensuring the satis. 
factory allocation ‘of these honars 
without burdening the memory ofthe 
beadle.

Tokia, Sept. 18.—The:faneral cere- 
monies of the late Pasperce Mutsuhito 
of Japan, posthumously known as the 
the “Emperor of the Era of Enlight- 
enment,”” began today amid sur- 
roundings in which century-old rites 
and costumes were mingled with mod- 
ern military display.

The broad “‘bell shaped” ends of sail- 
ora’ trouser legs were thus shaped 80 
that the wearer might more easily 
turn his trousers up above his knees 
when he had to swab the decks. Deck 
swabbing was a hateful and suppos- 
edly degrading task. Hence the sail- 
ors called their enemies “‘swabs” as a 
term of contempt.

Liverpool, Sept. 18,—Thirteen per- 
sons wrre killed and fifty injured by 
the derailment last evening of the ex- 
press from Chester to Liverpool at 

| Baton Junction, about eight miles 
{rom Liverpool. The train had pass- 
j ed over the long bridge spanning the 
( Mersey and was running down the 
j incline leading to the junction, when 
at the crossover points the engine 
jumped the rails and crashed into the 
buttress of a bridze spanning the line. 

The coupling of the car next the en- 
gine parted and the train «! nine cars 
sped on to the station. The leading 
cars crashed ints the platform. with 
terrific force amd were wrecked. One 
car was overturned and caught fire. 
In‘spite of the efforts of a fire brigade 
it was soon ¢ nsumed. Several bodies 
in this car were cremated. but some 
of the injured were rescued frum win- 
dows, 

The engine driver was crushed to 
death between the engine and tender 
and the fireman hed both lezs broken. 
He wae pinned under the locomotive 
for two hours. Hundreds of laborers 
end railway employes too’ part in the 
work of rescue, while the waiting- 
rooms were turned inty an emergency 
hospital 

The work of extricating the dead 
and injured by the [ght of bonfires 
was continued until a late hour. All 
the passenzers in the firt two cars 
were killed. The fourth ca> became a 
roaring furnace und the terrble cries 
of the injured and appeals for help.

But how can we blame Canada for 
seeking alter fal:e gods in art when 
the worship ties so heavily upon our 
own spuls?

It will be remembered that among 


those whd organized the Hudson Bay’ 


Co, in 1670, were” the two famous 
, Radisson and Groseilliers, 
who, a few. years before, had been 
among the firet white men to explore 
orthwest, and who, it is claim- 
ed, were’ the first to reach the shores 
of the Bay by an overland route. 

A few years alter the founding of 
the company the two men left its ser- 
vice and entering into an arrange- 
ment with several adventurous French 
merchants, agreed to take charge of 
an expedition to Hudson Bay; there to 
engage in the fur trade, there be- 
come the rival, and, if need be, the 
enemy of the Hudson Bay Co. 

It was in the summer of 1632 that. 
this expedition of Radisson reached 
the southwestern waters of Hudson 
Bay, where it fell in with an English 
expedition, commanded by Captain 
Aeron who had been an asscciate of 
employ of the Hudson Bay: Co.

In 1694 three powerful English fri- 
gates wintered at Port Nelson, and in 
the spring they proceeded to James 
Bay. Forty men were landed, and as 
they approached the Fort Albany they 
were met with a brisk fire, which, 
however, failed’ to check their ad- 
vance. Much to their. surprise they 
were permitted to close in upon the 
fort, wod a trick was suspected. The 
fort was, therefore, entered with great 
caut: o, and it was found apparently 
deserted. 


But at length in a corner of the 
cellar they discovered a wretched be-/ 
ing. His were ironed, and he wa/ 
chaincd to the wall, while a few rags 
covered his emaciated body, worn al- 
most to a skeleton by the scurvy and 
hunger. While the officers were mar- 
velling at this pitiable sight a sailor 
ran down to the cellar to inform the 
caprain that three Frenchman had 
been seen flying towards the adjacent 
forest. Thete three formed the entire { 
§*rrison. 

The wretch in the cellar, was a bush 
Tanger, who in a paroxyam had mur- 
dered the surgeon of the fort. The sole 
witness of the crime was a priest, the 
chaplain of the garrison. Upon recov- 
ering his reason, the wretched man 
was horrified at what he had done, 
and fearing that the priest would dis- 
close the crime to the other members | 
of the garrison, he slew the priest also. 

The latter with his expiring death 
disclosed the murder, and the garrison 
then numbering ten, had chained the 
criminal in the cellar, evidently fear- 
ing to take upon themselves the re- 
sponsibility of summarily executing

Buccessive Tudor No- 
blemen made of the Charterhouse a 
aplendid residence, and much as it 
was left by the Duke of Norfolk, whe 
was executed by Queen Elizabeth [cr 
perticipetion in plots on behalf of 
ary Queen of Scots, it remains to- 
day. In 1611 a great City merchant, 
Thomas Sutton — what reader of the 
“Newoomes” will not remember his 
name? — bought the property, and 
founded « hospital for old men and 
a school for boys, The school has 
been removed to country quarters, but 
the “hospital” remains. Mr. Taylor 
gives us the history of this variedly 
interesting place with a wealth of de. 
tail about its successive periods and 
the men connected with it, and illus- 
trates the whole with an admirable 
series of photographic studies.
